TOBACCO MEN SEND DELEGATION
TO TAKE UP FIGHT IN CONGRESS

T. M. Carrington, of Richmond,
Re-elected President.He Re-

views Work of Year in To-
bacco-Growing States.

[Special to The Times-Dispatch.]
HAMPTON:, VA., July 7..The To¬

bacco .Association of the Unlted States
flnislied Its nlnth annual conventlon in
the Hotej Chamberlin at noon to-day
wlth the election of oflicers, and thls
evenlng the tobacco men enjoyed a
trlp over Chesapeake Bay .and. out to.
the Virginia Capes on an Old Dominlon
steamer. The association decided to
hold the conventlon next year on board
one of the Old Domlnlon llners between
Norfolk and New York, and Instructed
the executive committee to name the
date for the trlp some time between
July 1 and 10 of next year.
The much talked of map of the va¬

rlous tobacco States was not taken up
at thls conventlon, but wlll probably
be the feature of the conventlon on
the steamer next year.
Presldent Carrlngton was dlrected to

name a committee of tlve to go to
Washington and appear before the Fl¬
nance Committee of the Senate and
take up the flght against the proposed
lncrease of tax on tobacco, provided
Senator Aldrich wlll glve them a hear¬
lng. .

recognlzed the Burley Soclety of Kquity
and bought thelr tobacco. We do not
presume to have the capacity to solve
the enigma, nor would the solutlon be
of aiiy avall, but the results wlll be ro-
membered for years to come and clted
as a precedent for what may bo done.
The result of tho success ot thls pool
Is still Influenclng the trond of the
burley buslness, and it is clalmed by
many that another pool wlll be formodT
The success of the last pool could never
havo betn accompllshed without ln-
timldation, and to what extent lndl-
vldual freedom wlll bow to the de¬
mands of lawlessness will depond
whether or not the pool for 1909 wlll
be a success.
The fact that a large crop of-burley

tobacco is planted, not only ln thoso
countles in -which the pool sentlment
exlst, ,but extendlng ln.- almost every
county in Kentticky, overln AVest Vir¬
ginia, Ohlo and Indlana, and out Into
Missouri and Illlnols, not overlooklng
a small, but omlnous plantlng in Vir¬
ginia, would rendor anythlng but a
unlvcrsal pool unllkely to succeed. De-
pending d. great deal upon the seasons
the. burley crop is ostimatod for 1000
to bo anywhere from three. hundred to
three hundred and flfty mtlllon pounds.
The stocks of old burl.ey wlll be prac¬
tically nothlng by next .-wlnter, and,
therefore, every inanufaclurer will be
pretty closoly workcd up and wlll en¬
ter the market for prompt supplles,
Thls will no doubt keep up the prlces
of burley to falr values untll contlnued
heavy recelpts wlll .cause prlces to
l;e affected. Thls, to some'oxlent mlght
be avoidod by the large farmers hold-
ing back tholr tobacco and watchins
the trend' of the mnrket, and lf prlces
become uusatlsfnctory they could redry
thelr tobacoo and thus be-In a positlon
not to havo to force lt on tho markot.
Tho.*niost conservntlve Inipresslonb aro
that the farmer Ih entitled to a prlce
for hls tobacco that la suifloltSntly hlgh
to glve hlm a falr roturn, but the grent
trouble ln a farmer's gettlng-from hls
polnt-of vlew. a satlsfaotory price ls
that lt Invarlably leads, not only to hls
Inc-roasing Jils own orop, but it de-
velops new terrltory, and over produc-
llon results, whlch ln tlmo brlngsr about
dissatlsfaotlon. to all aoncernod IntUe
trade. .

Better grades of,-tobacco. have not
Icen selllng, asa rule, too.hlgh, elther
froriv & t'armor's staiidpQlivt*-or from
the mamifacturer.but th.e lower,grades
ln ho-xrly evory spoclos of tobacco -have

boen selllng comparatively at hlgher
values than elther the quality of tho
tobacco or the price obtafhed hy the
manufacturer would justlfy.

Tlie Crop Out look.
In the dark tobacco sectlons of Kon-

tucky and Tennessee everythlng polnt3
to tho usual crop. In'the-Green Rlver
and English shlpplng dlstrlcts there
may be some small decj'easo on ac¬
count of substltuting bui'ley. In Vir¬
ginia the dark crop promlses to bo
about'tne same size ns last year, which
was a very .ood crop, and wolghed out
some night or nlne mllllou. pounds more
than lt has done for several Voars. In
tho brlght sectlons of the old belt of
Virginia and Nortli Carolina thore hns
been planted' possibly. a Vlttle largor
crop than is usual, but lt ls not gon-
e'rnlly thought that thore wlll bo any
rrore raised than last year. In tho
Eastern or now tobacco sectlons of
North Carolina and S_tth Carolina tho
crop hn_-'been'materlnlly Increased In
plantlng, nnd t.he result of thls was
vlowe:l wlth somo apprehension, but
on account ol' excessive rnlns \tt; n's
thought now there wlll be very little,
if any, moro .raised than last year.
On account of thls proposed Increase

thls assoclatlon issued a clroular hy
tho authorlty of its board of dlrectors.
under dato of January 2G,- in whlch lt
took the ground and showed by statls¬
tlcs thnt hlgher prloes always brought
about larger crops, whlch In. turn
brought about lower prices, and we
sought In every wny to show that hy
not Increnslng tho crops was tho only
way to sustalu satlsfaotory values, and
took the. posltlon that no, farmer who
Increased his crop could ju.stly crltl-
ols'o any ono who bought ,|t at lower
prices than he thought it was worth.

Brlght tobacco ln En-itern North
Carolina and South Carolina aro itncer-
taln olenionts, The old holt cannot
grow cotton, and tobacco ls Its only
monoy crop, and lf the farmers ln the
new belt would appreclato that tho
trado oould only tako a. certaln amount
ofithoir. tobacco, and that anythlng be-
yond thls would advorsoly atfoot prlcos,
rr.any of tlio ti'oublos surrountllne those
denllng ln' thls class'Of tobacco would
be allovtated, ." ...,

Thls shows a steady and perslstent
Increase, whlch wlll no doubt be fullj
sustalned ln the future.
Many amendments to the tarlff blll

vltauy affectlng our buslness have beon
offered,: some of them fraught wlth
consldfrable danger. Our assoclatlon
has protested most vlgorously agalnst
any change in the present tax on man-
ufaqtured tobacco, and agalnst the.en-
actment of any free leaf blll," and we
have every reason to think that our
work along' these Unes have borme
good frult. We took the posltlon ln
reference to the advanced tax proposed
by Senator Beverldge that any change
would be especlally disastrous to the
small manufacturers of thls country,
and that on these manufacturers de-
pended the competltlon Oiat sustalned
the tobacco markets of the country,
and that the hlgh prices now prevatl-
Ing. especlally on the lower grades of
tobacco absoluteiy, P.reclutlSd any ad¬
vance ln tax wlthout a smaller pack¬
age belng made, whlch would be un-

satlsfactory to the consumer.
Rlghts of tbe Former.

Agalnst the free leaf blll, we took,
the posltlon that the farmer now has
every right. to sell hls tobacco, and
lf a law was passed permlttlng hlm to
stem and twlst same and retall tree.of
tax lt would defeat Ita purpose by
reason of tho fact that lt would de-
velop an entlrely new branch of busl¬
ness, selllng- a certaln class of tobacco
In competltlon td the tax-pald artlcle,
and would be so hnndled as not to be
any beneflt to the farmer whatever:
that It would take away the safeguard
of the lnternal revenue supervlslon,
rosultlng ln an amount of petty thlev-
lng that would be disastrous to the
farmer, dealer an<i manufacturer; that
lt would develop new territory In
whlch tobacco would bo grown for lo¬
cal use, thus dlsturbing trade condl¬
tlons, and lf carrled on to any extent
would- result ln great lnjury to tho
present pro'ducers of tobacco, and
wlthout any evldence that tbls law was
partlcularly desired by the farmers,
we do not bellove that any such meas¬
ure wlll pass.

Those members of our assoclatlon
who have trade relatlons wlth Great
Brltaln were subjected to a very dls-
appolntlng event ln the advance -of
duty amountlng to $S per pound, and
under the present conditlon of poor

The Money (luentlnn.
The money questlon Is always one o

vltal Interest, posslbly to every raera
bor of our association, and there b
nothlng that wlll so help tho tobaco
markets, especlally thoso selllng tlu
farmor's tobacco, as larger savings do
postts by tho farmers. In Vlrglnli
especlally haa thls been undeveloped
At tho lost sesslon of tho Vlrglnlc
Legislature the Governor .and thi
Bankors' A_soclation advocated Stati
bank examiners, but politlcs and self
ishness defeated thls measure. Sucl
a imeasure wlll he offered agaln a'
our next Legislature, and evory tobaccc
market ln Virginia should petitton thel:
representatlve to advocate thls meas
ure when lt oomes up, and Inslst tha
lt should be under and appolntment!
made by the Corporatlon Commlsslon
¦who then would be responslble for thi
proper admlnlstration of the ofllce bj
the examiners. '

The near future holds for tho tobaccc
trade events of lmportance. The great
est, no doubt, ls tho* outcomo of thi
sult of the Unlted Statea govornmon
against rXe Amerloan Tobacco Com
pany, the Britlsh-Amerlcan Tobacci
Company and the Imperlal Tobacci
iCompany.* The attltude and Indlvldua
point of view of the Presldent and o:
the Attorney-General have much to d<
wlth the flnal outcome of these suits
From observatlon and reports, Mr

Roosevelt and Mr. Taft were in ac
cord as to the ends to be reached ii
these matters. lnvolvlng corporatlor
control! and only dlffored as to methods
and so far nothing has transplred t<
cause us to thlnk that Mr. Wlckershan
ls golng to do otherwlse than carrj
out the pollcles whloh Mr. Roosevel
left as sort of a herltage to his suc
cessor. Whlle from our polnt of vlev
no declsions are deslrable that wlll dls
turb the seneral buslness or be unfai:
to any Interest, nevertheless, it ls ab
Holutoly necessary that the splrit of tln
Sherman antl-trust law should he re
cognlzed and enforced, and no stralnec
constructlon, lt ls hoped, will be glvei
whlch wlll tend to lnjure Its efheacy
A> small flrm dolng buslness should bi
protected from belng crushed out b;
anfalr methoda or injured by the oper
atlon of flrms secretly oontrolled b:
some dominant Interest. There woult
never have been tho publlc clamoi
against corporatlons If they had con.
flned thelr pollcy of dolng buslness or
falr and legitimate lines and wlthou
the commltment of the mnny deplornbh
acts there would not have been sucl
.declded action on the part of the gov-
¦erriment.

In tho tobacco buslness we are thor¬
oughly persuaded that those connectec
with thls Interest who are best ac-
<iualnted wlth the temper and person-
allty of the trade, and best lnformet
ias to theprevalllng condltlons, shoulc
.be advised wlth and thelr vlews re-

spected. ,
Mcnnn Hard Flght.

"Whllo we must recognlae that ruc-
cessful buslness means golng forward
nnd that It means flght. and hard flght
nevertheless, lf we caretully consldoi
the conditions surroundlng our calling
we must admlt that the concentratlor
of manufaeturlng, both ln thls coun¬
try and ln others, has brou_ht compe-
tltlon to a minlmum, resultlng ln ar
.omiinoi^s .-unrest among "(farmers and
a deareose ln the number of dealers
If these conditions grbw worso ther*
ls no part of the trade whlch wlll nol
suffer, and posslbly ln proportlon to its
slze. An Improvement can, and, let ut
hope, wlll come about, and the curt
seems to lle tn a cessatlon of any fur¬
ther tendency to ooncentratlon of man¬
ufaeturlng and the ellmlnatlon of those
methods unfavorable to the smaller
factories, and'encourdgemeht ln the
openlng of new ones..
In tho natural lncrease of business

there ls-a fleld broad' onough for the
success of all, and wlth such conditions
will soon follow a better feellng amons
the whole tobacco* Interests. Whatever
may be the outcome thera wlll -bo. nc
less tobacoo chowed or smokod, and
whlle the unsatlsfactory conditions may
call forth our very best efforts, to steer
clear of the shoals, the general re-
sumptlon of buslness of every klnd
and large orops bringlng, good prices,
we confldently look forward to a eon¬
siderable volume. of buslness for the
comlng year.
The oilleers of thls association haye

trled to serve Its mombors In every
way "conslstent wlth the general good
bf Its mombors, and the pollcy has been
to do nothlng that would lnjure any
one wlthln Us membership.
This is the nlnth annual conventlon

of our association, and whlle Its oper-
attons havo not been very largely ex-
tended, stlll what wo have done wc
must say,has been done well and with¬
out mlstakes, and I trust slneerely the
aotivity of our association can bo en-
larged by an lncrease of membership
that wlll glve It a power ln whatever
lt may undertako.
